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Jungle Doctor Tom Dooley 


Is Killed by Cancer at 34 


NEW YORK (AP) — Thomas 
Dooley, lion-hearted young doctor 
who battled disease in the Laos 
jungle even when he himself be­ 
came ravaged by crippling can­ 
cer, died in his sleep Wednesday 
night at Memorial Hospital. 
Death came just one day afler 
his 34th birthday. 
Dooley, brought to the hospital 
Dec. 27 wearing a brace from 
shoulder to hips, insisted he was 
going to continue his work if his 
"iron maiden" enabled him to get 
around — and characteristically 
added: 
"I am not going to quit. I will 
continue to guide and lead my 
hospitals until my back, my brain, 
my blood and my bones collapse." 
Dooley’s dedication to relieving 
the plight of the underprivileged 
and ailing began seven years ago 
while he was a Navy doctor. 
He spent a year of premedical 
training at the University of No­ 
tre Dame before serving (1944-46) 
as a Navy medical corpsman at­ 
tached to the Marines. 
Upon leaving service, he studied 
at the Sorbonne in Paris for a 
year. A native of St. Louis, in 


1953 he was graduated from the 
St. 
Louis 
University School of 
Medicine. 
Dooley rejoined the Navy as a 
lieutenant (j.g.) and took his in­ 
ternship first at the Naval Hos­ 
pital, Camp Pendleton, Calif., and 
then aboard the attack transport 
USS Montague. 
In 1954, at the end of the war 
in Indochina, his ship aided in 
evacuation of refugees from Com­ 
munist North Viet Nam. 
Seeing—and feeling—the plight 
of the h u n d r e d s of disease- 
wracked inhabitants of the area 
made up Dooley’s mind. 
He had no money. But he had 
a fighting heart, boundless energy 
and a burning zeal. 
After leaving the Navy in 1956 
Dooley wrote a best-selling book. 
"Deliver Us From EviL" He used 
the book’s proceeds, and supplies 
donated by pharmaceutical firms, 
to return to Laos with three for­ 
mer Navy buddies and set up a 
small 
ospital at Nam Tha. He 
brought in his medical supplies 
by train, plane, oxcart and dug­ 
out canoe.

The announcement said all six 
were seized in Havana the day 
after they made a pact in Florida 
with a Castro foe, form er Sen. 
Rolando M asferrer, to join other 
lissidents 
trying 
to 
overthrow 
Castro’s regime. 
leveral 
Americans 
were exe­ 
cuted by Castro firing squads last 
• year after they were captured 
with "invasion" groups in Cuba. 
The announcement identified the 
six as George R. Beck, 24, Nor­ 
ton, Mass.; Tommy L. Baker, 28, 
Dothan, Ala.; Donald Joe Green, 
28, Clover, S C.; Jam es E. Beane, 
34. Cedar Falls, N.C.; Alfred Eu 
gene Gibson, Durham, N C.; and 
Leonard Louis Schmidt 21, 
Chi­ 
cago. 
The account said the six sailed 
from Marathon Key, Fla., with a 
refueling stop at Key West Jan. 6 
after undergoing training at Mas- 
ferrer’s anti-Castro training camp 
in Florida.

During his presi 
dential campaign, John F, Ken­ 
nedy 
promised 
to 
"get 
things 
moving.’’ Whether the movement 
will be forward, sideways or a 
oiler coaster of ups and downs, 
remains to be seen. 
Nevertheless, a sense of excite­ 
ment, of some kind of moving 
already tingles in the capital. 
It is quite unlike the atmosphere 
in January, 1953. on the eve of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s inaugura­ 
tion. 
There appears to be, for exam­ 
ple, little or no hangover of cam ­ 
paign bitterness. The Republicans, 
notin® Kennedy’s razor-tKin m ar­ 
gin of victory, are chagrined but 
by no means downhearted. Some 
of them while taking a wait-and- 
see position, grudgingly concede 
that Kennedy seems to be off to 
a good start. 
The "transfer of power" period 
seems to have gone off unusually 
well. 
In 1952, the transition between 
Eisenhower and Harry S. Truman 
was not a happy one. 
Traditionally, an incoming pres­ 
ident enjoys a honeymoon with 
Congress, a period when the legis­ 
lators ar#* disDosed to he as gen­ 
erous with him as possible. Soon­ 
er or later, of course, it ends. 
Eight years ago at this time, 
the Washington wisecrack was, 
"When does the honeymoon be­ 
gin?" 
Kennedy’s nominations for his 
Cabinet and other top^ffices hare 
had smooth sailing so far. 
But in 1953, one of Eisenhower’s 
key nominations—Charles E. Wil­ 
son to be secretary of defense— 
was heading for a collision with 
the Senate Armed Forces Com­ 
mittee before an agreement was 
ream ed. It pivoted en t’-e

of Wilson's stock holdings in Gen­ 
eral Motors and whether he would 
disoose of them. 
Kennedy has some advantages 
that Eisenhower did not enjoy. 
He has had 14 years in Congress 
and an even longer acquaintance 
with politics as such. Eisenhower 
the soldier-turned-statesman, had 
none. 
Eisenhower had a shooting war 
on his hands, with Americans dy­ 
ing in Korea. Kennedy confronts 
critical 
situations in Cuba 
and 
Laos, but not outright war. 
In 
1953. 
Americans 
assumed 
that the U.S. was the strongest 
military power in the world. Four 
years were to elapse before the 
first sputnik went into orbit. To­ 
day, that assumption is open to 
challenge. So Kennedy probably 
can demand and get far greater 
sacrifices from the American peo­ 
ple than would have been possible 
for Eisenhower. 
Today, the prevailing feeling Is 
that bright new horizons are about 
to open. 


U.S. Capital 
Squared Away 
For Inaugural 


Kennedy To Assume 
Presidency at About 
12:30 P.M. Friday 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The cap­ 
ital squared away today for John 
F. Kennedy’s presidential inaugu­ 
ration-one of the biggest in his­ 
tory. 
Every plane, t r a i n and b u s 
fetched in politicians, celebrities, 
school children, brass bands and 
ordinary precinct-run democrats 
eager to whoop it up over regain­ 
ing control of the Wrhite House 
All were here for a solemn oc­ 
casion that lasts but a moment. 
Around 12:30 p.m. Friday, Ken­ 
nedy takes the simple oath, and 
as he does the awesome responsi­ 
bility for leading this country in 
the challenging days ahead quiet­ 
ly shifts to him. 
Rarely has there been such an 
all-star cast. 
Kennedy is here. Harry Truman 
is here. 
Dwight Eisenhower is 
here. Herbert Hoover was expect­ 
ed late today. 
For a short time Friday four 
men who have taken this high 
oath will be together at the Capi­ 
tol—two Democrats, two Republi­ 
cans—who by their very presence 
are an excellent illustration of 
democracy at work. 
Only one chilly note threatens 
to m ar the festivities. 
The weather man is sticking by 
his prediction that the thermome­ 
ter will hover around freezing and 
that there will be a brisk wind 
Those who are at the Capitol, and 
those who line Pennsylvania Ave­ 
nue for the parade that follows, 
are in for a frigid afternoon. 
But today the emphasis is near­ 
ly all on celebrating. 
Kennedy will drop by a recep­ 
tion for governors late this after­ 
noon, take in a couple of private 
receptions, go to a special inaugu 
ration 
concert of the 
National 
Symphony and wind up the even­ 
ing at a Democratic gala in the 
National Guard Armory. 
Led by Frank Sinatra, an all- 
star cast has been lined up to en­ 
tertain those who contribute $100 
apiece for the big party fund-rais­ 
ing affair. Performers to appear

weeks ago President Eisenhower 
was visited in the White House 
by his old army friend, Gen. Omar

"B rad," the President of the 
United States asked, "how do you 
like your job on the outside? 
The word "outside" was given 
a special kind of emphasis, a 
yearning, an envy, a vicarious 
relish, the way a man in jail a 
long time asks about the world 
beyond the walls. 
"Mr. 
President,” 
said 
Gen. 
Bradley, 
"it’s 
wonderful. 
Oh, 
there are still decisions to make 
but I don’t have to make them 
the day they’re brought in. I can 


take several days or even weeks 
to make up my mind." 
And the President said, m ar­ 
velling, "that m u s t be won­ 
derful!’’ 
The incident, aides and associ­ 
ates agree, is the best single mir­ 
ror of Dwight I). Eisenhower’s 
mood in the last days of his ad­ 
ministration. He is about to close 
out a half century of public serv­ 
ice and 20 years of awesome bur­ 
den, and he can’t wait. He has 
been counting the days. 
He leaves with a variety of nth 
er emotions but the overriding 
one appears to approach relief. 
He hungers to relax and escape 
tension. He longs for the luxury, 
denied him most of the past 20 


years, of living without fear that 
a mistake could imperil a civili­ 
zation or nation or army or single 
platoon of men. 
He leaves with a conviction of 
having done his best, with pride 
in much of his record (fiscal pol­ 
icy, relative containment of the 
Soviets and no shooting war in 
volving 
America) 
and 
a deep, 
abiding disappointment that in his 
eight years the world came no 
closer to real peace. 
He leaves, too, with some sad­ 
ness, 
with 
a 
feeling 
of inner 
sentimentality 
that 
he 
rarely 
shows in public. 
He leaves with a private affec­ 
tion for the old house, to which 
he returned after two .serious ill­ 


nesses and a minor stroke, in 
which he and Mamie Eisenhower 
had the longest single stay in 
their 45 years of much traveled 
married life. 
He leaves with a warm hope of 
privacy and a soaring expectation 
that he can now play golf without 
criticism. He leaves with two tiny 
ambitions, poignant in their small­ 
ness: 
He would now like to be able 
to decide suddenly to go to a ball 
game without fuss, without gal­ 
vanizing 50 people into action. He 
would like, too, to be able to wan­ 
der through a super market with 
out commotion. He is tired of

Chiefs Spend 2 Hours 
In Parley, Mostly

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and President­ 
elect John F. Kennedy canvassed 
the nation’s major problems in a 
White 
House 
conference 
today 
lasting more than two hours. 
W’hen he came out of the con­ 
ference, Kennedy told reporters 
that he and three of his top ap- 
nointees had had "the onportunitv 
to get the thinking of the Presi­ 
dent and the responsible officers 
of the government on some of the 
major problems facing the United 
States." 
Kennedy, bronzed and smiling, 
was asked how he feels with his 
inauguration as president sched­ 
uled Friday. 
"Very good," he replied. 
A reporter asked if he was ex­ 
cited. 
"Interested," 
Kennedy replied 
with a broad grin. 
A joint statement issued by the 
press secretaries of the outgoing 
and incoming presidents said that 
world area discussed at the con­ 
ference

Eisenhower and Kennedy met 
alone fiirst in the President’s of­ 
fice. Then they met in the Cabinet 
Room with the incoming and out­ 
going secretaries of state, Treas­ 
ury and defense for continuation 
of their discussions.

Security Rules 


Are Tightened 


In Capital 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secur­ 
ity precautions as rigid as any 
ever imposed in this security-con­ 
scious capital will be directed at 
thwarting any potential assassin 
in Friday’s inaugural crowds. 
About one million persons are 
expected. The total security force 
will top 5.000. 
Secret Service agents will stand 
on every rooftop, peer down every 
manhole, and scan every human 
cluster along the inaugural route 
between the Capitol and 4he White 
House. 
Other agents will be hidden be­ 
neath the special platforms on 
which the incoming president will 
stand—at the caoitol where John 
F. Kennedy will take the oath 
and at the White House where 
he will watch the inaugural par­ 
ade. 
Preparations for inaugural se­ 
curity began under Secret Service 
coordination soon after last No­ 
vember's election. 
While fewer 
than 200 Secret Service agents 
will be involved, they will get 
help from several thousand Wash­ 
ington police, hundreds of service 
men and a team of plainclothes 
men from Washington and other 
cities. 
The Secret Service is also count­ 
ing on spectators to help protect 
Kennedy. 
"If anyone in the crowd should 
make a threatening move." said 
Chief Inspector Michael Torina, 
"you can be sure someone near­ 
by would have the courage and 
alertness to a c t”

Arthur J. Haydu of Orange, made 
a public plea Wednesday night for 
him to "quit running" and return 
home where they could help him. 
She d e s c r i b e d Ladutko as 
strong-billed and ambitious. But 
she said he had been depressed 
recently about divorces in general 
and about the slowness of his law 
practice to become profitable. 
“ He told me, lorg before he 
said he was being sued for di­ 
vorce, that the divorce cases he 
handled made him the unhappiest 
of any," Mrs. Haydu recalled.

The agent followed Cypryla out­ 
side and shouted to other officers. 
Cypryla fired at the pursuing of­ 
ficers and escaped in a stolen car.

Bank until it collapsed Tuesday, 
had held a controlling interest in 
the chemical firm. 
The extent of her holdings In 
the company was the first con­ 
crete figure turned up during an 
investigation of what she did with 
the $2,126,859 defalcation that re­ 
sulted in the closing of the bank. 
Held in jail at Sioux City, the 
town’s prominent citizen and phi­ 
lanthropist, has remained silent. 
Although substantial, the invest­ 
ment in the chemical firm stock, 
represents only a part of tile em­ 
bezzled funds. Mrs. Geiger paid 
for the stock in excess of $130,000 
with blocks it $1.08 and $1.16 a 
share. 
Records indicate that in the 
early months of the corporation, 
outstanding shares totaled only 
about 200,000 and 
Mrs 
Geiger 
held 65 per cent. The firm also 
has two subsidiaries.

Cubans Just Dead Beats Now 


Private investors throughout the world 
are discovering, not surprisingly, that Fi­ 
del Castro has learned well his lessons in 
Marxist economics. In addition to outright 
theft of business and personal property 
in Cuba, he reached another milestone in 
his c a r e e r of brigandage by ignoring 
two interest payments due on bonds held 
by individuals and the U. S. government. 
Defaulting on its obligations in Decem­ 
ber for interest on almost $38 million in 
loans to six Cuban entreprises by the Ex­ 
port - Import Bank, and again in January 
when A lk per cent interest notes became 
due on more than $2 million in bonds held 
by many individuals, the island has dis­ 
honored its international financial obliga­ 
tions for the first time since 1935. 
History reveals one of the first actions of 
the Russian bolshevists in 1918 was to pub­ 
licly disclaim any intention of honoring its 
international financial contracts. This re­ 
fusal stands today, even though Moscow 
agreed as one of the stipulations of rec­ 
ognition by the U n i t e d States to honor 
its debts to the U. S. government and its 
c i t i z e n s . More than a quarter century 


has since passed, and not one penny of 
these obligations has been paid. 
Nor will they be paid as long as the com­ 
munist bloc continues in its unalterable 
course t o w a r d the fulfillment of the 
Marx-Lenin nightmare. It is an accepted 
doctrine, under the philosophy of dictator­ 
ial expediency, to take by force or procla­ 
mation that which is not adequately de­ 
fended. 
This rule applies to any object of desire, 
whether it be gold, people or governments. 
The Soviet machine has employed it to ob­ 
vious advantage in its 20-year campaign 
of territorial confiscation. But the Cuban 
carbon copy is neither self-sufficient nor 
capable of amassing the required strength 
to succeed.

Eisenhower — Fortunate Man 


President Eisenhower has been, 
in many ways, a fortunate man. 
Throughout his Presidency, the 
people had a large measure of con­ 
fidence in his moral qualities. He 
was, however, not given a Con­ 
gress of his own party, not since 
the 83rd Congress. His authority 
within his own party was never 
challenged, yet rarely exerted. 
His only real quarrel was over 
Sen. Joseph McCarthy whom he 
managed to reduce from a leading 
national figure to a disciplines Sen­ 
ator who felt himself betrayed by 
his party and even his friends and 
died of it. 
The principal positive achieve­ 
ment of the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration was that he managed to 
maintain the peace. But the price 
has been so enormous that one 
might almost say that his was a 
peace at any price. 
It was during his eight years 
that Soviet Russia achieved vic­ 
tory after victory in many fields 
and the United States took insult 
atte insult in many areas. Never­ 
theless, this did not impair Eisen­ 
hower's personal popularity; 
in 
fact, every insult hurled at him in 
South America where Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon was abused, in Tokyo 
where Red China provoked demon­ 
strations against the President, at 
the 
Paris 
Summit 
Conference 
where Eisenhower was t r e a t e d 
with malicious shamelessness, in 
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A daily newspaper consolidating the 
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the t Tnited Nation where Khrush­ 
chev hurled boorish imprecations 
at him — all these and more won 
him an increasing measure of sym­ 
pathy within the United States. 
Outside the United States, how­ 
ever. American prestige suffered 
because 
many nations believed 
that the United States accepted the 
insults of Castro and the proddings 
of Nehru, Tito and Nasser since 
we had become afraid of Soviet 
Russia. And in international relat­ 
ions, the country that is afraid is 
regarded as already defeated. This 
is particularly true of the patience 
the 
Eisenhower 
Administration 
showed to Castro. 
The Sherman Adams affair left 
Eisenhower’s reputation untouched. 
Presidents Grant. 
Harding 
and 
Truman suffered popular displea­ 
sure for similar escapades, great­ 
er or lesser in legree. But Eisen­ 
hower’s reputation remained un­ 
tarnished. 
It is true that his golf playing be­ 
came a national joke but not more 
than Theodore Roosevelt’s strenu­ 
ous life or Herbert Hoover's hand­ 
ball court or Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt’s swimming pool. It was gen­ 
erally assumed that the President 
required exercise but no one could 
quite understand how he managed 
to get all his work done, if he did. 
It was also recognized that Pre­ 
sident Eisenhower did not under­ 
stand all the complexities of our 
government because he had been 
in the Army, out of t h e country, 
for so many years. It was, how­ 
ever, accepted that for this very 
reason, he knew how to delegate 
authority and responsibility. 
During the life-time of John Fost­ 
er Dulles, it was generally assum­ 
ed that he managed our foreign 
affairs without much consultation 
either at the White House or the 
State Department. Ile laid down 
policy and acted on it and the Pre­ 
sident did not seem, in his press 
conferences and elsewhere, to know 
too much about it. A l t e r Dul­ 
les died, Eisenhower managed his 
own foreign policy which o f t e n 
brought him criticism. 
Similarly, in tile Treasury, his

first Secretary, George Humphrey, 
was believed to be a great auth­ 
ority on money; he had long man­ 
aged and financed big business and 
it was not expected that the Pres­ 
ident would offer him too many 
objections. Subsequently, this post 
was taken by Robert Anderson of 
Ventures, Ltd.. a Canadian min­ 
ing and oil enterprise. He also has 
been regarded as a man who un­ 
derstands money and therefore, 
the President, who has no profici­ 
ency in economics, did not inter­ 
fere much with the Treasury. 
President Eisenhower, 
having 
been accustomed all his life to 
staff work, in the Army, found it 
not too difficult to organize the 
White House and the Cabinet in the 
same manner. The fact that our 
structure of government was dif­ 
ferently designed did not seem to 
troubl him. 
What actually did develop during 
his Administration is that m u c h 
authority was delegated and this 
seemed to please the President 
who believed that this country real­ 
ly needed two Presidents, or two 
Vice Presidents. What he had in 
mind was a Head of State and a 
Prime Minister. Our Constitution 
has not provided for that. 
President Eisenhower leaves of­ 
fice of popular man, secure in his 
position possessing more wealth 
than he had when he entered the 
White House, but without a speck 
of scandal. His farm will become 
a center of attraction and many 
will visit it. Ike Eisenhower is, in­ 
deed, a fortunate man.

Nation's Big 
Banks Keep on 
Getting Bigger 


Customer Demands, 
Competition Cause 
Growth in Finances

NEW YORK 
(AP) — The big 
keep getting bigger in the bank­ 
ing field. They have to grow as 
the economy grows and partic­ 
ularly as their biggest customers, 
the giant corporations, grow with 
increasing needs for funds. 
But also banks in financial cen­ 
ters have had to grow to keep up 
with the Joneses in their own 
banking 
business. 
The 
postwar 
years have seen sharp changes in 
customer demands, in competition 
with other lending and saving in­ 
stitutions, in the size of loans, in 
trust activity. 
Much of the banking growth has 
been through internal efforts hut 
much of it in the last seven years 
has been due to a wave of merg­ 
ers aimed at making large banks 
bigger and in spreading their ac­ 
tivities into fields new to some 
of them. 
The latest proposal is a merger 
of two big New Vork banks, the 
Manufacturers Trust and the Han­ 
over 
Bank. 
lf the 
plan 
goes 
through, the resulting giant would 
be the third largest in New York 
City and the fourth biggest in the 
nation. 
California’s Bank of America 
with $12 billion in resources is the 
nation’s largest. In 1946 its assets 
were $5.4 billion. 
Manufacturers Trust, now New 
York’s fifth largest, has $4.4 bil­ 
lion, against $2.2 billion in 1946. 
The 
Hanover 
Bank, the 
city’s 
eighth largest, has $2.1 billion, 
against $1.5 billion in 1946. 
They report combined assets, if 
they merge, would be more than 
$6 billion. 
They have specific reasons for 
merging. Hanover has a large and 
profitable trust department and a 
number of big corporate custom­ 
ers that Manufacturers would wel­ 
come. 
Manufacturers 
with 
119 
branches against Hanover’s nine 
is strong in the last growing busi­ 
ness of serving small depositors 
and borrowers. 
Hanover is one of the few New 
York banks still in the business 
of primarily serving big custom­ 
ers. In the last few years there 
has been a change in this busi­ 
ness. 
The 
biggest corporations, 
although their money needs have 
grown with the nation’s postwar 
boom, have turned in recent years 
away from keeping any idle funds 
on deposit in banks. Instead they 
put them into government secu­ 
rities where the yield has been 
better. 
Banks catering primarily to eor 
potations have suffered—but at 
the same time banks expanding 
dealings 
with 
individual savers 
and borrowers have flourished. 
This makes a natural climate for 
mergers.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Ohio 
employed 5,747 more persons on 
last Nov. 30 than it did on Dec. 
31, 1958, a report showed today. 
But Gov. Michael V.DiSalle was 
quick to point out the area in 
which the increases occurred. 
The report from Personnel Di­ 
rector Jam es T. Welsh listed 59,- 
045 persons on the state’s payroll. 
at the end of November. He esti­ 
mated that 53,298 were employed 
at the close of 1958—the end of 
form er Gov. C. William O’Neill’s 
Republican 
administration. 
Tile 
latter figure was only an estimate 
because no accurate count was 
kept on a continuous basis until 
1960, Welsh said. 
DiSalle 
explained 
that 
three 
areas of the state government ac­ 
counted for 4,835 of the increase 
—the Department of Mental Hy­ 
giene and Correction employed 2,- 
392 more, state universities hired 
1.350 more and the Department of 
Highway grew by 1,193 persons. 
The governor released the report 
after criticizing as distorted a re 
cent 
Columbus 
Dispatch 
story. 
The story led to a DiSalle order 
for state officials to answer ques­ 
tions by that newspaper’s report­ 
ers in writing. 
The story said employes totaled 
60,100 last Nov. 30 compared with 
an estimated 54,474 on Dec. 31, 
1958. 
“The distortion Is that t boosted 
the state payroll,” D Salle said.

R Wayne, 
chairman of the House Finance 
Committee, has no burning desire 
to affix his name to the big money 
bill despite the fact it is tradi­ 
tional for the House finance chair­ 
man to sponsor it.

there — and could possibly die 
there—for want of a “ father.” 
Some decision on what to do 
with DiSalle's bill — he says it

Dooley won the Legion of Merit, 
and was the youngest officer in 
the history of the Medical Corps 
to receive it.

Dooley 
turned 
over 
his 
first 
small hospital in 1957 to the Lao­ 
tian 
government. 
Then 
it 
was 
back to this country' to raise more 
funds. He lectured and appeared 
on TV7. 
In 1958. with Dr. Peter Coin an- 
duras. a Washington. D C., phy­ 
sician, he founded MEDICO (M ed­ 
ical International Cooperation Or­ 
ganization), a nonprofit agency. 
Dooley had raised more money 
with another 
best-seller. 
“ The 
Edge of Tomorrow.” and returned 
to Laos to establish a hospital in 
the village of Moung Sing near 
the Chinese border. 
At first there were only m ats 
for beds, but Dooley considered 
this his own hospital. It soon was 
handling IOO patients a day. 
It was back again to the United 
States for more lectures and fund­ 
raising. 
In 1959 a $10,000 annual award 
Dooley received from an insur­

to

MEDICO hospital in Kenya. But 
that sam e year he learned that 
a tum or on his chest was m alig­ 
nant. A New York operation was 
term ed successful and he went 
back overseas.

CLEVELAND (AP)—Among the 
projects, problems and proposals 
that will occupy the National Foot­ 
ball League at its meeting in New 
York next week will be Canton’s 
presentation of its plan to estab­ 
lish a National Professional Foot­ 
ball Hall of Fam e in the Stark 
County metropolis. 
No city can advance a stronger 
claim. As the birthplace of org­ 
anized 
professional football, 
the 
game that now holds the devoted 
attention of uncounted millions of 
Americans, Canton is the logical 
site for a shrine dedicated to the 
memorialization of the stars of 
past and present. 
The first professional football 
league was organized in Canton 
on Sept. 17, 1920. when ll men 
representing as many cities met.

Ray C. Bliss told he put stock in 
opinion sampling long before most 
politicians did, and his faith was 
rewarded Nov. 8. 
Bliss was invited to Chicago to 
provide pointers for beefing up 
GOF strength in a state which 
gave its 27 electoral votes to 
President-elect John F. Kennedy 
by less than 9,000 majority. Nix­ 
on’s majority in Ohio was about 
273,000. 
About a week before Election 
Day, 
Bliss 
said , he 
concluded 
from private surveys in depth of 
voter sentiment that (I) Nixon 
had a greater percentage of die­ 
hard support in Ohio than K en- 
nedy; and (2) the so-called unde­ 
cided vote ran as high as 5 ror 
cent 
of 
the 
state’s 
electorate 
—far higher than other surveys 
indicated. 
“Kennedy,” he said, “was hav­ 
ing huge crowds, and they were 
enthusiastic. N i x o n had large 
crowds too, but they were more 
calm and discerning. 
“Then our surveys showed thai 


Kennedy’s support, which should 
have been hardening at that point, 
was softening. I called in my pub­ 
lic relations staff and we worked 
around the clock for two days. 
“We planned a series of adver­ 
tisements in every daily news­ 
paper stressing three principal is­ 
sues of the campaign (farm, Cuba, 
attendance record in Congress). 
We also set up saturation spot 
broadcasting over the weekend 
prior to Election Day.” 
Bliss credits the opinion sam­ 
plings with furnishing “the key to 
the campaign.” 
In Ohio, he said, separate staffs 
were set up to devote fulltime at­ 
tention to legislative and congres 
sional races and to general field 
work. 
The legislative staff, he said, be­ 
gan its work during the 1959 ses­ 
sion of the Ohio General Assem­ 
bly-compiling voters records of 
incumbent Democrats and publi­ 
cizing activities of incumbent Re­ 
publicans. 
The congressional staff concen­ 
trated on campaigns in four dis­ 
tricts where samplings showed the 
GOP could expect trouble. 
Bliss said these efforts paid off 
in victories in three of the four 
districts and a net gain in Ohio’s 
congressional delegation of two 
Republican members.
